Negro In Annapolis June Class Expelled 

An East St. Louis, IIl., cadet, slated to become the 
fourth Negro to graduate from the U. S. Naval Acad- 
emy in Annapolis, Md., was ordered discharged from 
the academy two weeks before graduation because he 
was involved in a quickie wedding 10 years ago. 

The cadet, John D. Raiford, ninth Negro in the 
school’s history to enter the naval institution, was or- 
dered expelled by academy heads when a routine in- 
vestigation of members of the June graduating class 
disclosed his early marriage. Naval regulations spe- 
cifically forbid candidates, who are married or have 
been married, from enrolling at the academy. Rai- 
ford was the only Negro member of the class. 

Raiford claimed he never lived with his wife and 
the marriage was later annulled. His wife has since 
remarried. Counsel for the cadet, Frank Reeves of 
Washington, said he appealed to Secretary of the 
Navy Robert Anderson to stay Raiford’s expulsion in 
view of the fact that the marriage was annulled.

Hauser said Chicago’s 
Negro population increased between 1940 and 1950 
by 77 per cent—a total of 215,000 to bring the total 
in the city to 492,000. By 1960, he said the present 
trend indicates Chicago’s Negro population will be 
750,000, about a fifth of the city’s total.

Human 
bones were found near the pineapple tree-like plant 
which led authorities to believe the human sacrifice 
was a yearly event. Called the “Ouancou Ouanki,”’ 
the plant was said to have eight long, draping poi- 
sonous leaves and six octopus-like tentacles powerful 
enough to enfold a human.

After Mau Mau chief Dedan Kimanthi wrote a 
letter to Uganda’s British governor from neighboring 
Kenya warning that the queen would be shot by Mau 
Maus in Uganda, British security officers urged the queen 
to cancel her visit. 





721 Job-Seeking Jamaicans Arrive In England 

The largest group of Jamaican immigrants in history— 
721 in number—arrived by boat in Southampton, Eng- 
land, in quest of work. A second group of 400 is expected 
next month despite being warned by Jamaican officials 
that “all is not gold” in England. The Jamaicans saved 
$252 each to pay for transportation. 


Jailed Jamaican Freed After Winning $28,000 

A 55-year-old Jamaican port worker, who was jailed for 
failing to pay $56 maintenance fees to his wife from whom 
he is separated, was freed after winning the $28,000 first 
prize of the island’s Turf Club Sweepstake. The worker, 
James Williams, was imprisoned a week before in the 
debtor’s prison. Sweepstake officials aided him in being 
released from prison.

When the court handed down its decision against her, 
Mrs. Wall gave interviews to newspapers claiming she 
would “debunk” Lee’s lies, invited curious Philadelphians 
to lavish parties, tried to ride out the scandal. But grad- 
ually her name appeared less and less frequently on lists 
of top social events and select clubs dropped her mem- 
bership. 

As a “high-tone” scandal, the Lil Wall case has two 
rivals. In Cleveland, tall, handsome insurance executive 
Louis Kirven and his wife Muriel, a psychiatric social 
worker, were arrested for kidnapping and assaulting a 
19-year-old dime store clerk. 

The clerk captured the fancy of the master of the 
house while baby-sitting for the socially-prominent Kir- 
vens. When Kirven’s wife found evidence of amorous hi- 
jinks between the two, open hostilities broke out. 

Faced by Mrs. Kirven, the girl admitted intimacies with 
the husband, who was hiding in the back of a car occu- 
pied by his wife and the baby sitter. Kirven came out of 
hiding, beat the girl into unconsciousness. 

Fearing she would die from the beating, the Kirvens 
drove the unconscious girl 180 miles to East Liverpool, 
Ohio and dropped her near the roadside. She was found 
later by a passing motorist, lived to testify against Kirven, 
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Harlem Medic Seduced Daughter, Divorced Wife 
who is now serving from five to 30 years for the crime. 

The third front page society scandal broke in Houston, 
Texas, in the spring of 1951. An irate, unwed mother, 
Lorraine Craven, wrecked the office of Dr. Lonnie E. 
Smith, charged the dentist with “aggravated assault” and 
of being the father of her two-year-old son, Charles. 

Dr. Smith both admitted and denied he was the father 
of the boy, said he had taken care of the baby since the 
child’s birth and that Lorraine was blackmailing him. 

Lorraine charged the doctor had never been “fair” 
about the baby, had tried to bribe her with a piddling 
$200 to leave Houston when she became pregnant. The 
full force of her wrath descended on the embroiled den- 
tist when he called his wife for protection during a fight 
in his office. “I don’t think he should have called his 
wife,” Lorraine wailed. When Dr. Smith walked into the 
courtroom the day of his trial, baby Charles greeted him 
with a wide grin, chortled ‘“Da-da.” 

In Harlem where scandals are so frequent one seldom 
holds public interest beyond its first headline, the love 
antics of a local physician created a six-month upheaval. 
The philandering medico broke his wife’s heart by seduc- 
ing her young daughter by a previous marriage. The wife 
divorced him so he could marry her daughter, but, once 
free, the doctor jilted the girl, married a white woman. 

Perhaps, the biggest scandal to rock Dixie society was 
that of a Virginia patrolman whose socialite wife publicly 
accused him of bringing another woman into their home 
to coach her in marital duties. The incident made head- 
lines, but noticeably hushed in the press was the arrest of 
a prominent Virginia Negro and his white 
woman companion as the two sat cozily 
parked in a white neighborhood. The wom- 
an pleaded, “I’m a stranger here and just 
asked for a lift to the downtown district,” 
but both were placed under $300 bond and 
the woman ordered to report for health ex- 
aminations periodically for six months. 
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The Louisville Courier-Journal, editorializ- 
ing on Dr. Bunche’s reported UN promotion: 
“Ralph Bunche’s face is a passport to accept- 
ance by millions of the darker people of the 
earth, just as his qualities of mind and char- 
acter are a passport to recognition by all 
those who come to know him.”

t While the rumble of revolt against colonialism in 
Africa has reverberated around the earth in the last 
several years, the coming inevitable continent-wide ex- 
plosion is liable to have the impact of an H-bomb. The 
nature of that future upheaval is indi- 
cated in an exciting up-to-the-minute re- 
port by Time-Life correspondent Alex- 
ander Campbell in his splendid, highly- 
readable The Heart Of Africa (Knopf, 
$5). A former British newsman, Camp-

<= The Heart Of Africa is detailed, documentary account 
of his journeys as a working newsman throughout the 
vast reaches of the continent. Through interviews and 
profiles, he has attempted to present a balanced picture 
of white rule in Africa from Capetown to Lagos. It is a 
disturbing but yet hopeful account that details the worst 
of Malanism’s sins as well as the best of British attempts 
to extend self-government to Africans in the Gold Coast. 
‘> Campbell does a beautiful job of deriding the usual 
stereotypes about primitive Negroes supposedly unable to 
absorb the ways of civilization. He demonstrates through 
examples how progress comes swiftly when Africans are 
given a chance. Reporter Campbell does not mince words 
in blaming the color bar for most of Africa’s troubles and 
concludes that it is “a cancer that eats into the whites’ 
own moral standards, for in their hearts they know that 
it cannot be defended.”—B.B.
